president's induction into office. Nine- 
tenths of the members of the crowd 
were enthusiastically joyful, the other

The Bible which during each suc- 


cessive four years is kept as one of 
the treasures of the Supreme court, 
was the immediate instrument of the 
oath taking of Woodrow Wilson. Ed- 
ward Douglass White, chief Justice of 
the United States, held the Book for 
Mr. Wilson to rest his hands upon 
while he made solemn covenant to 
support the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States, and to fulfill the 
du' .'es of his office as well and as 
f .hfully as it lay within his power 
to do. 


Thomas Riley Marshall swore feal- 


ty to the 
Constitution and to the 


people in the senate ,chamber, where 
for four years it will be his duty to 
preside over the deliberations of the 
members of the upper house of con- 
gress.

For a number of years he had not 
been able to follow his usual occupa- 
tion of blacksmithing on account of 
chronic rheumatism and neuralgia, 
but until within ten days of his death 
he was as well as usual. 
He con- 
tracted a cold which aggravated his 
disease and after severe suffering he 
became delirious and finally Thurs- 
day morning, grew much worse be- 
coming unconscious. 
The end came 


peacefully about 5 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. 


The funeral services were conduct- 
ed Saturday afternoon from his late 
home by his pastor, Rev. M. C. Flegal 
of the Methodist Church, assisted by 
Rev. C. Gumbert of the Reformed 
Church and Rev. H. W. Bender of the 
Lutheran Church. 
Interment was 
made in Schellsburg Cemetery, Camp 
No. 421, P. O. S. of A., of which the 
deceased was a member, using their 
beautiful ceremony at the grave. 
In early life Mr. Wolfe was mar- 


ried to Miss Sarah Catharine Whet- 
stone, who, with the following chil- 
dren, survive him:

Charles H., at home; Anna M. of 
Hyndman, Mrs. H. 
C. Colvin of 
Schellsburg, Mrs. J. A. Naugle of 
Cumberland, Md., and Glenn H. of 
Johnstown, all of whom were in at- 
tendance at the funeral. 


Mr. Wolfe was a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church for more 
than 20 years and an officer in the 
same at the time of his death. 
He 
was a kind and loving husband, a de- 
voted father, an obliging neighbor 
and a respected citizen. He always 
took an active interest in affairs per- 
taining to the welfare of the commun- 
ity at large and he leaves a host of 
friends who by word and act sympa- 
thize with the bereaved family in 
their loss. 


Attorney for State Railway Commis- 


sion Died Suddenly. 


Rufus C. Haderman, a former citi- 


zen -of Bedford, and a prominent 
member of the Bedford County Bar, 
died suddenly of apoplexy at his 
home in Paxtang, a suburb of Har- 
risburg, Monday evening, March 3, 
aged 58 years, nine months and 21 
days. 
Mr. Haderman was enjoying 
his usual health, and had eaten a 
heartv dinner, after which he sud- 
denly fell over dead. He was in Bed- 
ford the greater part of last week at- 
tending to legal business, returned 
to Harrisburg on Thursday, where 
he was Assistant Attorney to the 
Pennsylvania State Railroad Com- 
mission. When in Bedford Mr. Had- 
erman did not complain of being ill, 
and was at his desk in the offices of 
the Railroad Commission in Harris- 
burg on Monday, attending to the 
duties of his position as usual. His 
unexepected death was quite a shock 
to his many friends in Bedfoid. 
Mr. Haderman was born in New 
Enterprise May 12, 1854, and was a 
son of Adam and Lethean Haderman. 
He was educated in the common 
schools cf the county, and at the 
Mercersburg Academy, from which 
institution he graduated with the de- 
gree of A. B. in 1876. 
In 1879 he 


was given the degree of A. M. by 
Franklin and Marshall College, Lan- 
caster. 


He taught school in Bedford and 
Dauphin Counties, read law in the 
office of the late Hon. John Cessna 
and was admitted to the local bar in 
November 1881. In 1890 he was 
elected 
Prothonotary 
of 
Esdford 


County, which office he filled in a 
very acceptable 
manner 
for two 
terms. 


In politics Mr. Haderman was an 
active Republican, and was Chairman 
of the Republican County Committee 
in 1888, 1889, 1903 and 1904. He 
also served as a member of the Bed- 
ford School Board and of the Bor- 
ough Council. 
Mr. Haderman was 
one of the editors of the Bedford In- 
quirer in 1888 and 1889, and again 
became the editor of that paper in 
1903, retaining the position several 
years. 
On December 19, 1881, he was 


united in marriage with Carrie Louisa 
Spang, only daughter of Hon. George 
H. and Elizabeth J. Spang, of Bed- 
ford. She died January 1, 1909. To 
them two children were born, Mrs. 
Lethean Compton and John Hader- 
man, both of whom were living with 
Mr Haderman at his home in Pax- 
tang. 
When the Pennsylvania State Rail- 


road Commission was organized in 
1907, 
Mr. Haderman was appointed 
one of the attorneys to that body, 
winch position he held at the time o"i' 
his death. 
Mr. Haderman was widely known 
all over Bedford County, and his gen- 
ial disposition, courtly manner and 
kindness of heart won for him a host 
ol triends. 
He was well known to 
the legal fraternity of Pennsylvania 
and his death has occasioned many 
tributes of respect and esteem from 
prominent citizens of the state. He 
was always courteous and gentle- 
manly. 
The remains were brought here 
last evening, accompanied by the sur- 
vivors of the family and several of 
his associates from, the capitol. 
Funeral services will be held at 
his residence here at 2 o'clock today 
and interment will be made in Bed- 
ford Cemetery.

in the life. 


The use of alcohol is an economic- 
waste, destroying man's power to earn 
and produce wealth and drains the 
wealth of state and nation to take care 
of the victims that drink has made,.

For every dollar the accursed traffic 
pays to county, state or nation, more 
than ten must be paid out of the 
treasury to take care of its prochict 
What business man would think foi 
a moment that that kind o£ business.

Arranged by Congress. 


The arrangements of the ceremonies 


for the inauguration of Woodrow Wil- 
son and Thomas Riiey Marshall were 
made by the joint committee on ar- 
rangements of congress. The senate 
section of this committee was ruled 
by a majority of Republicans, but 
there is Democratic testimony to the 
fact that the Republican senators 
were willing to outdo their Democratic 
brethren in the work of making or- 
derly and impressive the inaugural 
ceremonies in honor of two chieftains 
of the opposition. 


President Taft and President-elect 


Wilson rode together from the White 
House to the capitol, accompanied by 
two members of the congressional 
committee of arrangements. The vice- 
president-elect also rode from 
the 


White House to the capitol and in the 
carriage with him were the senate's 
president pro tempore, Senator Bacon 
of Georgia, and three members of the 
congressional committee of arrange- 
ments. 


The admission to the senate cham- 


ber to witness the oath-taking of the 
vice-president was by ticket, and it 
is needless to say every seat was 
occupied. On the floor of the cham- 
ber were many former members of 
the senate who, because of the fact 
that they once held membership in 
that body, were given the privileges 
of the floor. After the hall was filled 
and all the minor officials of govern- 
ment and those privileged to witness 
the ceremonies were seated, William 
H. Taft and Woodrow Wilson, preced- 
ed by the sergeant-at-arms 
and the 


committee of arrangements, entered 
the senate chamber. They were fol- 
lowed immediately by Vice-President- 
elect Thomas R. Marshall, leaning 
upon the arm of the president pro 
tempore of the senate. 


The president and the president- 


elect sat in the first row of seats di- 
rectly in front and almost under the 
desk of the presiding officer. In the 
same row, but to their left, were the 
vice-presidentxelect and two former 
vice-presidents of the United States, 
Levi P. Morton of New York and Ad- 
lai A. Stevenson of Illinois. 


When the distinguished company en- 


tered the chamber the senate was 
still under its old organization. The 
oath of office was immediately admin- 
istered to Vice-President-elect Mar- 
ehall, who thereupon became Vice- 
President Marshall. The prayer of the 
day was given by the chaplain of the 
senate, Rev. Ulysses G. B. Pierce, pas- 
tor of All Seals' Unitarian church, of 
which President Taft has been a mem- 
ber. After the prayer the vice-presi- 
dent administered the oath of office 
to ail the newly chcsen senators, and 
therewith the senate of the 
United 


States passed for the first time m 
years into the control of the Demo- 
cratic party.

Purpose of the Nation. 


It means much more than the mere 


success of a party. The success of a 
party means little except when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite purpose. 
No one can 


mistake the purpose for which the 
nation now seeks to use the Demo- 
cratic party. It seeks to use It to in- 
terpret a change in its own plans and 
point of view. Some old things with 
which we had grown, familiar, and 
which had begun to creep into the 
very habit of our thought and of our 
lives, have altered their aspect as we 
have latterly looked critically upon 
them, with fresh, awakened 
eyes; 


have 
dropped their disguises and 


shown themselves alien and sinister. 
Some new things, as we look frankly 
upon them, willing to comprehend 
their real character, have come to as- 
sume the aspect of things long believ- 
ed in and familiar, stuff of our own 
convictions. We have been refreshed 
by a new insight into our own life. 


We see that in many things that 


life is very great. It is incomparably 
great in its material aspects, in its 
tody of wealth, in the diversity and 


of its energy, in the industries 


which have been conceived and built 
up by the genius of individual men 
and the limitless enterprise of groups 
of men. It is great, also, very great, 
in its moral force. Nowhere1 else in 
the world have noble men and women 
exhibited in more striking form the 
beauty and energy of sympathy and 
helpfulness and counsel in their efforts 
to rectify wrong, alleviate suffering, 
and set the weak in the way of 
strength and hope. We have built up, 
moreover, a great system of govern 
ment, which has stood through a long 
age as in many respects a model for 
those who seek to set liberty upon 
toundations that will endure against 
fortuitous change, against storm and 
accident. 
Our 
life 
contains every 


great thing, and co— ..ains it in rich 
abundance. 


Evils That Have Come. 


But the evil has come with 
the 


good, and much fine gold has been 
corroded. 
With "riches has come in- 


excusable waste. We 
have 
squan- 


dered a great part of what we might 
have used, and have not stopped to 
conserve the exceeding bounty of na 
ture, without which our genius for en- 
terprise would have been worthless 
and impotent, scorning to be careful, 
shamefully prodigal as well as admir- 
ably efficient 
We have been proud of 


our industrial achievements, but we 
hare not hitherto stopped thought- 
fully enough to count the human cost, 
the cost of lives snuffed out, of ener- 
gies overtaxed and broken, the fear- 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and women and children upon 
\\hom the dead weight and burden of 
it all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through 
The groans and agony of it 


nil had not yet reached our ears, the 
solemn, moving undertone of our life, 
coming up ^ut of the mines and fac- 
tories and out of every home where 
the struggle had its intimate and fa- 
miliar seat. With the great govern- 
ment went many deep secret things 
which we too long delayed to look 
into and scrutinize with candid, fear- 
less eyes. The great government we 
loved has too often been made use of 
for private and selfish purposes, and 
those who used it had forgotten the 
people. 


At last a vision has been vouch- 


safed us of our life as a whole. We 
see the bad with the good, the de- 
baaed and decadent with the sound 
and vital. 
With this vision we ap- 


proach new affairs. 
Our duty Is to 


cleanse, to reconsider, to restore, to 
correct the evil without impairing the 
good, to purify and humanize o-ery 
process of our common life witliout 
weakening 
or 
sentimentalizing 
it. 


There has been something crude and 
heartless and unfeeling in, our haste to 
fiucceed and be great. Our thought has 
been 'Let every man look out for him- 
self, let every generation look out for 
Itself,' while we reared giant machin- 
ery which made It impossible that aay 
but those who stood at the levers of 
control should have a, chance to look 


out for themselves. We had not for- 
gotten our morals. We remembered 
well enough that we had set up a 
policy which was meant to serve the 
humblest as well as the most power- 
ful, with an eye single to the stand- 
ards of justice and fair play, and re- 
membered ;t with pride. But we were 
very heedless and in a hurry to be 
great. 


Things to Be Altered. 


We have corae now to the sober 


second thought. The scales of heed- 
lessness have fallen from our eyes. 
We have made up our minds to square 
every process of our national 
life 


again with the standards we so proud- 
ly set up at the beginning and have 
always carried at our hearts. Our 
work is a work of restoration. 


We have itemized with some degree 


of particularity the things that ought 
to be altered and here are some of 
the chief items: A tariff which cuts 
us off from our proper part in the 
commerce of the world, violates the 
just principles of taxation, and makes 
the government a facile Instrument in 
the hands of private interests; a bank- 
ing and currency system based upon 
the necessity of the government to 
sell its bonds fifty years ago and per- 
fectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an industrial 
system which, take it on all its sides, 
financial as well as 
administrative, 


holds capital in leading strings, re- 
stricts the liberties and limits the op- 
portunities of labor, and exploits with- 
out renewing or conserving the nat- 
ural resources of the country; a body 
of agricultural activities never yet 
given the efficiency of great business 
undertakings or served as it should be 
through the instrumentality of science 
taken directly to the farm, or afforded 
the facilities of credit best suited to 
its practical needs; water courses un- 
developed, waste places unreclaimed, 
forests untended, fast 
disappearing 


without plan or prospect of renewal, 
unregarded waste heaps at every mine. 
We have studied as perhaps no other 
nation has the most effective means 
of production, but we have not studied 
cost or economy as we should either 
as organizers of industry, as states- 
men, or as individuals. 


Government for Humanity. 


Nor have we studied and perfected 


the means by which government may 
be put at the service of humanity, in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and its women 
and its children, as^well as their rights 
in the struggle for existence. This is 
no sentimental duty. The firm basis 
of government is justice, not 
pity. 


These are matters of justice. 
There 


can be no equality or opportunity, the 
first essential of justice in the body 
politic, if men and women and chil- 
dren be not shielded in their lives, 
their very vitality, from the conse- 
quences of great industrial and social 
processes which they cannot 
alter, 


control, or singly cope with.

must see to it that it does not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own

constituent parts. 
The first duty of 


law is to keep sound the society it 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
and laws determining conditions of 
labor which individuals are powerless 
to determine for themselves are inti- 
mate parts of the very business of jus- 
tice and legal efficiency. 


These are some of the things we 


ought to do, and not leave the others 
undone, the old-fashioned, never-to-be- 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of individual right. 
This is the high enterprise of the new 
day; to lift everything tlfeat concerns 
our life as a nation to the light that 
shines from the hearthfire of every 
man's conscience and vision of the 
right. 
It is inconceivable that we 


should do this as partisans; it Is in- 
conceivable we should do it in ignor- 
ance of the facts as they are or in 
blind haste. We shall restore, not de- 
stroy. We shall deal with our econ- 
omic system as it is and as it may 
be modified, not as it might be if we 
had a clean sheet of paper to write 
upon; and step by step we shall make 
it what it should be, in the spirit of 
those who question their own wisdom 
and seek counsel and knowledge, not 
shallow self-satisfaction or the excite- 
ment of excursions whither they can- 
not tell. 
Justice, and only justice, 


shall always be our motto. 


Nation Deeply Stirred. 


And yet it will be no cool process 


of mere science. The nation has been 
deeply stirred, stirred by a solemn 
passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals lost, of government 
too often debauched and made an in- 
strument of evil. 
The feelings with 


•which we face this new age of right 
and opportunity sweep across our 
heart-strings like some air out of 
God's own presence, where justice and 
mercy are reconciled and the judge 
and the brother are one. We know 
our task to be no mere task of politics 
but a task which shall search us 
through and through, whether we be 
able to understand our time and the 
need of our people, whether we he in- 
deed their spokesmen and interpre- 
ters, whether we have the pure heart 
to comprehend and the rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 


This is not a day of triumph; it is 


a day of dedication. Here muster, not 
the forces of party, but the forces ol 
humanity. Men's hearts wait upon us; 
men's lives hang in the balance; men's 
hopes call upon us to say what we 
will do. Who shall live up to the 
great trust? Who dares fail to try? 
I summon all honest men, all patriotic, 
all forward-looking men, to my side. 
God helping me, I will not fail them, 
if they will but counsel and sustain 
me!

The absentees from the 
flanking lines of the parade were most- 
ly the policemen, who were given or- 
ders to protect the temporarily vacat- 
ed residences of the capital. 


Woodrow Wilson asked that "Jeffer- 


sonian simplicity" he observed in all 
things which had to do with his in- 
auguration. The command for Jeffer- 
sonian simplicity seems to be suscep- 
tible to elastic' construction. There 
was nothing savoring of courts or roy-, 
alty, but there was evidence in plenty1 
that the American people love uni- 
forms and all kinds of display which, 
can. find a place within the limits of 
democratic definition. It was a good 
parade and a great occasion generally.' 


Throngs Vociferous" With Joy. 


The inhibition of the inaugural ball 


and of the planned public reception, at 
the capitol had no effect as a bar to 
the attendance at this ceremony of 
changing presidents. Masses were here 
to see, and other masses were here to 
march. There was a greater demon- 
stration while the procession was pass- 
ing than there was four years ago. 
Victory had come to a party which 
had known nothing like victory for a 
good many years. The joy of posses-

Every window in every building on 


Pennsylvania avenue which is not oc- 
cupied for office purposes was rented 
weeks ago for a good round sum of 
money. Every room overlooking the 
marching parade was taken by as 
many spectators as cound find a vant- 
age point from which to peer through 
the window panes. The roofs of the 
buildings were covered with persons 
willing to stand for hours in a March 
day to see the wonders of the inaugu- 
ral parade, and many of them partic- 
ularly glad of an opportunity to go 
home and to say that after many years 
waiting they had seen a Democratic 
president inaugurated. 


The parade passed the reviewing 


stand of President Wilson, who stood 
uncovered while the marchers saluted. 
When 
the last 
organization 
had 


marched by dusk was coming down. 
The hundreds of thousands of electric 
lamps were lighted and Washington 
at night became along its main thor- 
oughfare as bright as Washington at 
day. The loss of the attraction of the 
inaugural ball was compensated for 
by the finest display of fireworks, it is 
said, this city has ever known.

of the'record of the visit"' of 'the1 Lo$d 
and the angels to Abraham in chapter 
xviii is most fascinating and most iu- 
'structive and practical. 


See the Lord of glory in human 


form, as doubtless He also appeared 
to Adam and .Bye in Eden. , See Him 
and His companions, the two angels, 
also ,.iii tkeS form of men, accepting 
.Abraham's hospitality and- actually 
'eating tjie food prepared by Abraham 
and Sarah. Consider that He also ate 
in His immortal resurrection'body. 


Think of the breakfast He prepared 


for the disciples on the shore of Gali- 
lee and also of eating and drinking 
with Him at-His table in His king- 
dom. 


Do not omit to notice the water for 


their feet. 
Consider His reference to"- 


the omission of this-by Simon (Luke( 
vli, 44) and see Him attending' to it! 
Himself in John xiii. Contrast Sarah's 
three measures of meal unleavened 
{xvlii, 6) with the - woman's three 
measures of meal leavened of Matt, 
vili, 33. See the great saying of xvlii, 14,'- 
"Is anything too hard for the Lord?" 
And compare"J«r.~xxxli,-17-27. 


In xviii, 22, see the Lord and Abra- 


ham alone stogether, while the two an- 
gels go on 'their way to Sqdpni to, res- 
cue Lot. Hear Abraham pleading for 
Sodom and the Lord's assurance that 
if there were but ten righteous men in 
the city He would not destroy it. Con- 
trast the greater sin of Israel when 
the presence. of such , men as Noah. 
Daniel and Job could not^prevent the 
judgment from falling upon her -and 
the Intercession of Moses or Samuel 
would not avail (Ezek. xiv. -14-20; 
Jer. xv, 2)—more tolerable for Sodom 
than for Capernaum in the day of 
judgment (Matt, xi, 23, 24). 


We have seen Lot pitching his tent 


toward Sodom and later dwelling in 
Sodom (xiii. 12; xiv, 12), but now we 
see him a ruler in Sodom, sitting in 
the gate of Sodom (xix, 1). That 
means getting on in the world, but it 
means such a fellowship with the 
world as angels cannot approve, for 
they preferred to abide in the street 
rather than enter Lot's house. 


When they communicated to Lot 


their business, that they had been sent 
to destroy the city because of its in- 
iquity, which cried greatly to God, 
they told Lot to tell his family and 
relatives to flee from the city because 
of the judgment that was about to 
come. 
They paid no heed to Lot's 


message, however, and he seemed to 
them as one that mocked. 


So much for the value of a testimo 


ny against the world by one who is 
conformed to the world. The life and 
conduct of Lot is such a problem that 
if the spirit by Peter had not told us 
that he was a righteous man (II Pet. 
11, 7, 8) we might never have supposed 
that he was such a one. Such a testi- 
mony concerning such a man should 
prevent us from passing judgment on

How wonderful beyond all compre- 
hension the s,in of mark and the grace 
of God! There is, however, a limit to 
His forbearance if sin is persisted in. 
for, 
though He is long suffering and 


not willing that any should perish, 
the day of tho Lord will come (II Pet. 
iii, 9, 10). 


From chapter xix, 13-23, it looks as 


if the day on which Sodom and Go- 
morrah were destroyed began with a 
clear sky. a morning of sunshine after 
a night of the usual sins to which tlu- 
cities were given over. 
If the sons 


in-law of Lot happened to mention to 
any of their friends the visit of their 
father and his strange message con- 
cerning the approaching doom it prob- 
ably caused only laughter. But the 
clouds gathered, the storm broke, the 
fire and brimstone fell, and that was 
the last morning on earth for the in- 
habitants of those cities. 


The Lord -Tcsns Christ, who sent the 


deluge in the days of Noah and tho 
fire that destroyed those cities, has 
said, "As it wns in the days of Noah. 
* * * as it was in the days of Lot, 
* * * cvon thus shall it be in the 
day when the Son of Man is revealed" 
(Luke xvii. 26; xxviii, 30; II Thess. 
i, 7-0). 


He also said, 
"Remember Lot's 


wife" (Luke xvii, 32). And when to- 
day these Old Testament records are 
ridiculed, :is they so often are, it is 
the Lord Jesus who is thus held up to 
scorn and contempt and through Him 
God the Father, for all of His words 
and works were the Father's through 
Him (John xii, 40; xiv, 10).

Dad Writes About Town Composet 


of all Colored People. 


Boley, Okla., March 1, 1913. 


This is a very interesting town in 
more ways than one. 
It is the onlj 
town I know of that is composed o 
all blacks. When I alighted from a 
Fort Smith and Western train anc 
realized that the train had sped on 
whilst I was asking an intelligent col 
ored man something about the town 
I felt like kicking myself. However 
now I am glad that I was left there 
by the train. 


Boley is what is known in Okla 


homa as "a nigger town," for it has 
not a single white resident in it 
When I alighted from the train I 
turned my head to see if any other 
white folks got off with me. 
I was 
alone, in color. 
The big platform 


was crowded with people. Yes there 
stood another white man whose face 
spoke louder than words. 
When 
} 
asked him if he lived here, he whis 
pered, "No, white people were no 
permitted to live here." 
This hi 
Dad, for I had my big heavy over- 
coat and two grips to tote. I said 
"How about the railroad agent anc 
the postmaster?" 
"They are both 
black," said he. 


My curiosity was at once aroused 
I began to ask questions and the 
more I asked, the more I wanted to 
ask, as I had become thoroughly in- 
terested in Boley. 
To sum up al 


the answers to my hundred and three 
questions, I learned that the town 
was started and pushed manily by a 
railroad contractor, whose name was 
Boley and today these black men anc 
their families are quite happy, pros- 
perous and contented in every way 
The makeup is a well ordered anc 
well governed little city. 


The town was started eight or 
nine years ago when this road was 
being built across the state. 
The 


colored men found out that Contrac- 
tor Boley was their friend. 
Boley 
thought that the black had more and 
better impulses in him than the white 
man got from him. 
He thought if 
the colored men were separated en- 
tirely from the white, he would make 
more rapid strides in every depart- 
ment in life if put on his own re- 
sponsibility. 
He would rise to high- 
er levels and be some one,, believing 
also that if they were entirely sepa- 
rated from the whites and had their 
own towns, they would be happier, 
considering all these things. 


He finally persuaded the railroad 
to lay out a colored man's town. 
Then he selected a bright, intelligent 
colored man to get negroes to locate 
here in the new town. 
This was an 
easy matter, I mean, to get a lot of 
colored families to locate here. This 
was seven years ago. 
The town was 
named Boley and today it has 2,000 
people. 
It is well governed and as 
thoroughly a good town as any in the 
state. It has its own water works, 
fire department, electric light plant, 
telephone centre and, in fact, every- 
thing a town of 2,000 people has or 
might be expected to have. 
It has 
three miles of paved streets [shame 
on Bedford] and five aldermen. 
It 
Is a dry town and no liquor is brought 
here. 
These people are of a high 
grade, even if they are colored, and 
no white man, who sets foot in the 
town, can. but be so convinced. Men 
and women are well dressed and 
seem very kindly disposed toward 
each other and are very courteous. 


I went to one of their banks and 
learned that the cashier came here 
from Wheeling, W. Va. He knew all 
my friends in Wheeling and we had 
a ver> pleasant chat. Once he taught 
school. 
My, how enthusiastic he is 
over Boley. "You should be here on 
a Saturday," said he. 
"The town is 
black, yes," said he, "it is literally 
black with people. 
They flock here 


from the country to do their trading; 
the streets ring with their laughter 
and jokes, all seeming as happy as 
can be." Of course, you all know that 
this is their disposition. He said also 
that he had never seen a serious 
quarrel in the six years he had been 
here. They have two policemen but 
have little need of them. 
There are 


a number of excellent stores in Boley, 
much like Straub's and Barnetc's, at 
home. 
One of the lady clerks said 
that their people bought good hats 
and shoes. 


The town was not always as it is 
today. For three years at first, they 
had a great trouble as the greatest 
lot of common "niggers" you ever 
saw flocked there and these were 
hard at times to handle, but now for 
three years the population has been 
improving, until today they stand 
shoulder to shoulder for the. right 
trying to rise to a higher plane. 


I fared quite well and left Bole} 
the next morning, being well satis 
fied that the train left me the day 
before. 


Plowing and garden making have 


been the order of the day for severa 
weeks.
